It is doubtful ff Opie Read himself 
could recall the titles of all the books 
he has written, without referring to a 
list. One or mote of them is in nearly 
every home where fiction is indulged 
in throughout the land. They form a 
conspicuous part of the fiction section 
of every public Nbrary, and are car- 
ried in stock hy every enterprising 
book dealer. During late years he has 
been less prolific, due % the fact that 
he has not had the leisure for writing, 
for he has become one of the most 
sought after lecturers, and his time is 
practically filled with Ch tutauqua, Ly- 
ceum and special platform engage- 
ments. In this work he has covered 
practically the entire nation and has 

‘visited some r-ctions several times, 
for there alwi:'s is a demand for 
his return.
